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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The prior art does not teach or suggest (in combination with the other claim 
limitations) an electrode for electric double layer capacitors comprising an 
conductive intermediate layer containing synthetic rubber and two or more 
carbon materials having different particle diameters, the carbon materials having 
different particle diameters in the conductive intermediate layer are a carbon 
black and a platelet-like graphite having larger particle diameter than that of the 
carbon black, and the mixing ratio of the carbon black and platelet-like graphite is 
1 :3 to 1 :2 based on weight ratio (claims 1 , 4-1 0, & 1 2). 



The prior art does not teach or suggest (in combination with the other claim 
limitations) a method for manufacturing an electrode for electric double layer 
capacitors comprising an conductive intermediate layer containing synthetic 
rubber and two or more carbon materials having different particle diameters, the 
carbon materials having different particle diameters in the conductive 
intermediate layer are a carbon black and a platelet-like graphite having larger 
particle diameter than that of the carbon black, and the mixing ratio of the carbon 
black and platelet-like graphite is 1:3 to 1:2 based on weight ratio (claim 11). 
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The prior art does not teach or suggest (in combination with the other claim 
limitations) a conductive adhesive for forming a conductive intermediate layer 
used in an electrode for electric double layer capacitors comprising containing 
two or more types of carbon material having different particle diameters, a 
synthetic rubber, and a dispersion medium, wherein the carbon materials having 
different particle diameters in the conductive adhesive are a carbon black and a 
platelet-like graphite, and the mixing ratio of the carbon black and plate-like 
graphite is 1 :3 to 1 :2 based on weight ratio (claims 1 3 &1 6-1 9).
